search Council. The Ministry will 
continue to suggest pnorities and fur- 
ther subjects for research tin the light 
of the research needs of the industry, 
and will encourage the adoption of 
research results by the industry

There was a fairly smoll but very interesting 
entry, and the assessors felt that there were at 
least a dozen entries that broke new ground 
This they regord os a_ remarkably satisfac 
tory result, in view of the difficulty of the 
subject. There were no attempts at a sham 
antique character, and all competitors had 
obviously understood the intention of the com

requirements of @ good public house in terms of 
contemporary design. The better designs, more- 
over. showed a genuine appreciation of pub 
character and suggested that their authors had 
tried to build, as suggested in the conditions,

From the Assessors’ Report 


THe third prize goes to No. 12, a design 

which improved considerably on close 
inspection. The working details are par- 
ticularly efficient and well presented A 
weakness is that the several bars have much 
the same character, which makes for dull- 
ness; in particular, the public bar, instead 
of having a character of its own, looks too 
much like the saloon bar done more cheaply 
The planning is good, though there might be 
a tendency to congestion on crowded nights 
The assessors liked the use of top lighting in 
the small saloon bar. Compared with the 
subtlety and imagination in the use of 
colour shown by the first prize winner, and 
the refinement of colour shown by the 
second (not to mention several of the 
runners-up) the colour shown in this design 
s rather poor, but the assessors have 
deliberately looked beneath the super 
ficialities of good draughtsmanship for real 
imagination.

N 18th century outbuilding standing in a garden 

of a Georgian House was required to be converted 
into a one bedroomed flat; the flat shares the garden 
with the main house. It has been necessary to make 
the conversion extremely simple in order to cut costs to 
a minimum. 


The outbuilding has been converted from an open 
space 24 feet long by 15 feet wide into the bedroom and 
living room of the flat; while the hall, kitchen, bath- 
room, fuel store and porch have been added on as a 
new wing. The attic of the old building has been re- 
tained. On the south wall the lean-to greenhouses have 
heer removed and the segmental arch doors have heen 


made into windows.

‘CONSTRUCTION 


Old Building. The external walls are 9 inc 
brickwork without damp proof course. Permission was 
obtained from the Ministry of Health to omit the pro- 
vision of a damp proof course, but, in its stead, to line 
the external walls on their internal face with } inch 
cork slabs stuck on to the brickwork with bitumen. 
Ihe walls have thus been waterproofed and insulated. 
The open joisted ceiling has been lined with insulation 
board. 

The rough flooring has been levelled up with surface 
concrete, waterproofed with a damp proof membrane 
and finished with a coloured cement screed with a 
non-dusting surface, which can be polished. 

New Building. Walls are of load-bearing brick- 
work and the Timber roof is asphalted and lined on 
the underside with insulation board. 

FINISHES 


Externally, the south wall of the old building was in 
part red brick and in part patches of whitewash. The 
whole of this wall has now been newly whitewashed. 
For the remaining walls of the old building, the red 
brick has been left untouched. The brickwork of the 
new building has been tarred. All woodwork is white.
